Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  present  to  you  my  annual  report  for  the  year  1966. 

The  report  maintains  the  same  format  as  last  year.  The  environmental  health  of  the 
district  remains  good  but  it  must  be  remembered  that  many  of  the  statistics,  with  the 
improved  morbidity  and  mortality,  have  fallen  too  low  to  attach  much  significance  to  them. 

On  a  national  basis  it  is  still  being  shown  that  there  are  both  maternal  and  infant  deaths 
that  might  be  avoidable.  The  value  of  a  report,  practically  all  the  information  of  which 
can  be  obtained  elsewhere,  and  which  takes  a  considerable  amount  of  clerical  time  to  prepare, 
seems  very  dubious  but  is  still  a  statutory  requirement.  However  considerable  duplication, 
could  be  avoided  and  the  work  involved  would  be  cut  down  should  a  district  medical  officer 
be  allowed  by  his  districts  to  issue  a  single  report  to  cover  all  of  them,  this  would 
provide  additional  interest  in  that  councils  would  have  the  neighbouring  councils'  figures 
to  compare  with  their  own. 

I  would  like  to  thank  Mr.  Lewis,  the  Public  Health  Inspector  and  his  assistants  for 
their  co-operation  during  the  year.

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SECTION  A 


NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 


AREA.  The  Oundle  &  Thrapston  Rural  District  consists  of  51  parishes  and  covers  an  area  of 
107,337  acres.  The  largest  parish  is  Brigstock  (6,147  acres)  and  the  smallest,  Cotterstock 
(706  acres).  There  are  three  parishes  smaller  than  1,000  acres,  30  between  1,000  and 
2,000  acres,  nine  between  2,000  and  3,000,  five  between  3,000  and  4,000  and  four  over  4,000 
acres. 


The  number  of  dwellings  is  5,987  and  the  housing  factor  is  3.1  persons  per  house. 
POPULATION.  The  Registrar  G-eneral  in  his  return  for  1966  gives  the  estimated  mid-year 
population  as  18,380.  This  shows  a  decrease  of  90  from  1965.  There  was,  however,  a 
natural  increase  of  6l  (i.e.  births  minus  deaths). 

BIRTHS.  There  were  278  live  births  compared  with  302  for  1965,  the  birth  rate  was  15.1  per 
1,000  population  compared  with  17*7  for  England  &  Wales. 


The  following  table  shows  comparisons  with  England  &  Wales  and  the  Administrative 
County  over  the  past  five  years. 
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ILLEGITIMATE  BIRTHS.  There  were  21  illegitimate  live  births  compared  with  19  for  1965 
giving  a  rate  of  75.5  per  1,000  live  births  compared  with  62.9  for  the  previous  year. 
STILLBIRTHS.  There  were  4.  stillbirths  compared  with  5  in  the  previous  year.  The  rate  per 
1,000  live  and  stillbirths  was  14.2  compared  with  11,1  for  the  County  and  15.4  for  England 
&  Wales. 

DEATHS.  Of  the  217  deaths  ascribed  to  the  district  during  the  year,  118  were  due  to  diseases 
of  the  heart  and  circulatory  system.  Cancer  accounted  for  40  and  25  were  due  to  respiratory 
causes. 

The  following  table  gives  a  conparison  of  the  death  rates  between  the  District,  the 
County  and  England  &  vvales  for  the  past  five  years. 


MATERNAL  DEATH.  There  weie  no  maternal  deaths. 

INFANT  MORTALITY.  There  were  five  infant  deaths:  the  mortality  rate  was  18.0  per  1,000 
live  births  compared  with  3*3  for  1965  when  there  was  only  one  death. 

NEONATAL  MORTALITY.  This  is  a  sub-division  of  the  infant  mortality  rate  and  concerns  infant 
deaths  within  the  first  four  weeks  of  life,  two  of  the  above  deaths  were  in  this  category. 
PERINATAL  MORTALITY.  Six  cases  were  in  this  category,  4  were  stillborn,  2  died  within  the 
first  week  of  life,  giving  a  rate  of  21.3  per  1,000  live  and  stillbirths.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

LABORATORY  SERVICE.  The  area  is  covered  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratories  at  Northampton 

and  Peterborough.  There  is  also  a  laboratory  at  Kettering  General  Hospital  \dth  a  branch  at 

Rushden  Memorial  Hospital,  The  Public  Health  Laboratories  provide  facilities  for  routine 

examination  of  water  and  milk  supplies,  washed  bottle  rinses,  churn  rinses  and  the 

examination  of  ice-cream  and  ice-lolly  samples.  All  of  the  laboratories  provide  facilities  for 

the  examination  of  specimens  in  connection  with  the  control  of  communicable  diseases. 

AMBULANCE  SERVICE,  HOME  NURSING  AND  HOME  HELP  SERVICE.  These  services  are  run  by  the  County 
Council.
